Washington Has Not Receiv ed 
Adv ices of Americans 
Being Molested

8 -S ev eral 
Americans are reported to hav e been 
k illed or wounded in an outbreak of 
v iolence at Tampico. 
This was the 
first 
disorder in 
the Tampico dis­ 
trict since some of the big oil com­ 
panies closed down in protest against 
increased petroleum taxes, throwing 
thousands of laborers out of work . 
The trouble was 
precipitated 
on 
Thursday night at camp Zacamixtle 
where a number of discharged labor­ 
ers are concentrated. 
The men de­ 
manded three months pay which, they 
claimed was due them under the Mex­ 
ican law and also railway fare to leav e 
the oil fields. 
Only meagre reports had been re­ 
ceiv ed here this morning but it was* 
rumored that a number of men were 
k illed and wounded, including some 
Americans. 
Mexican troops interv ened and were 
reported to hav e restored order. 
Tampico was said to 
begreatly al­ 
armed ov er the outbreak us it was 
feared others would follow. 
Claude 
I. Dawson, 
the American 
consul at Tampico, sent a message to 
Mexico City saying that, trouble had 
occurred, but he did not giv e the de­ 
tails.

Kaber was feeding him strawberries 
and he was v omiting. 
“The strawberries 
had 
powdered 
sugar on them. They didn't hav e when 
I brought them up.” 
“Who put the powdered sugar on 
the berries?” ask ed Assistant Co unty 
Prosecutor James T. Cassidy.

The school budget for the year 1921 
and 11*22 Is of more than usual inter­ 
est. owing to the enacting of the new 
school law which has saddled the Bris­ 
tol Board of Education with consider­ 
able more expense than was at tirst 
anticipated. 
The Hnance committee or the Boarfl 
has for sev eral days been preparing 
this budget and today made It k nown 
in detail. 
A glance at the budget shows that 
the assessed v aluation of real estate 
alone in the borough amounts to $3, 
258,850. ’llie 
teachers* 
salaries 
will 
amount to $50,000 next year, and to 
meet this expense a tax of 
11 mills on 
the assessed v aluation 
must 
be set 
aside, which together with the $14,- 
192 50 the state agrees to pay will 
be 
sufficient to cov er this expense. 
According to the book s of the asses­ 
sor, there are 4,866 men and women 
who hav e been assessed 
for taxes, 
each of w h o m must pay a per capita 
tax of $3.00 for school purposes. Here­ 
to fo re, this ha« been called an occupa­ 
tion tax, each occupation being v alued 
at $200. The tax rate set by the school 
hoard for next, year is $1.50 per $100 
of assessed v aluation, so that the per 
capita tax of $3.00 Is the same a» It 
would hav e been under the old meth­ 
od of assessing the occupation . 
Next year the teaching force In the 
school will consist of 4 0 teachers and 
a superintendent. 
One mill of the tax rate Is set aside 
for building purposes. This amount, or 
to be exact $2,500 a year, is paying off 
j t be bonded debt of $38,000 which re­ 
presents the cost of the erection and 
j furnishing of the Jefferson av enue 
I school building. From this It can l>e 
1 seen that the 
system of allowing a
